Folsom Convicts Killed in 
a Revolt. 


George Sontag, the Cousin of the 
Outlaw, Wounded. 


| 
A Lieutenant of the Guard Was Made 


a Shield for Them. 


Fighting from Behind Rocks—The Coa- 
victs Fared Disastrousiy, While the 
Guards Escaped With- 
out Injory.

SacCRAMENTO, June 


Associated Press.]> A running bat- 
tle took place today between the 
authorities and some convicts at Fol- 
som prison, who seized one of the guards 
and tried to escape. 

Three convicts were killed and

STORY OF THE F:GHT. 


The Rapid and Determined Work of the 
Guards Prevents Escape. 

SacRaMENTO, June 27.—jBy the 

Associated Press.] The Evening Bee’s 
Folsom special received this after- 
noon contains the following: 
. At 3:30 o'clock this afternoon a gang 
of convicts employed in the upper 
quarry, nexttothe head gate of the 
big dam, consisting of George Scntag, 
cousin of John Sontag, the bandit, life- 
timers Russell Williams. Ben Wilson 
and Charley Abbott, and a_ ten-year 
convict named Dalton suddenly seized 
Frank Briare, a lieutenant of the guard, 
puta pistol to his head and started 
together torun upthe hill. It was de- 
veloped that they had two Winchester 
rifles and an additional revolver, which 
bad been concealed among the rocks. 

Up to this time the guards had been 
unable to shoot, as Briare was in the 
grasp of the would-be escapes, and as 
they were closely banded together a 
shot might meandeath tohim. Just be- 
fore reaching the summit of the hill 
Briare jerked away from them, and the 
tegen opened fire from all directions. 

he convicts took to the rocks, con- 
cealed themselves as best they could 
and returned the fire as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The regular guard was soon re- 
inforced by reserves from the prison, 
and aterrific fignt took place, which 
lasted fully half an hour, during all of 
which time shots were fired indiscrim- 
inately from Gatling guns, Winchester 
rifles and revolvers as rapidly as trig- 
gers could pulled. 

At thee 
one of the convicts held up his hat on a 
rifle as a token of surrender, and War- 
den Aull, Capt. Murphy and a few 
guards advanced to the convicts’ 
stconghold, where they found Williams, 
Wilson and Dalton stretched out dead 

onthe ground. George Sontag was 
badly wounded by three or four bullets. 
He had one bad shot through the body 
and two through his thigh. Abbott was 
groaning with a broken leg. 

At the beginning of the fight-two 
prisoners were wounded, but were im- 
mediately carried into the prison by 
other convicts, and at the time the 
news wassent tothe Bee, it was not 
known who they were. None of the 
prisoners escaped, nor were any of the 
guards injuredinthescrimmage. War- 
den Aull speaks in highest terms of the 
bravery displayed by the guards, say- 


.ing they stood up manfully, not one 


showing the white feather. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


| A Storm of Lead Poured Upon the Des- 


peradoes, 

SackaMENTO, June 27.—([By the 
Associated Press.] A special to the 
Record-Union from . Folsom says: 
“While guarding convicts in the quarry 
Lieut. Braire found himself confronted 
with two Winchester rifles, two pistols 
and a huge dirk, in the hands of con- 
victs. Briare was powerless, and they 
forced him up hill with some difiiculty. 
Guards Prigmore, Ayres and Fitch, who 
were immediately over the quarry, 
were for amoment deterred from firing, 
for fear of hitting Briare. 

‘“‘As the convicts reached the top of 
the cliff, Briare, who had been waiting 
for an opening, by violent effort freed 
himself from all but one convict and 
jumped down the steep cliff, taking 
Smith with his rifle, which was held to 
his head, It was discharged in tne 
excitement without effect. | 

‘Frank Wilson was also knocked off 
the cliff back into the quarry, leaving 
five desperadoes, Sontag, .Williams, 
Wilson, Abbottand Dalton, on top of 
the cliff. Guards Prigmore, Fitch and 
Ayre then opened fire on the convicts, 
which was supplemented by that of 
Guards Taylor and Payne from across 
the river. The convicts dodged behind 
the heavy rocks and at once returned 
the fire, centering it upon Guards Fitch 
and Prigmore, both of whom were in 
the open. Capt. Murphy, who was in 
the vicinity of the power-house, climbed 
the hill and taking Guard Considine’s 
gun, joined in the fight. 

‘‘Warden Aull was in his office, and, at 
the first alarm, secured his own Win- 
chester and cartridges, and was driven 
in a cart by Deputy Warden Hughes to 
the scene of the conflict, which had as- 
sumed the proportions of a battle. 
When the warden reached the upper 
side of the conflict, he sent for extra 
guards, meantime: joining in the figot 
with Guard Fitch. The bandits were 
finally located in a hole behind a pile of 
boulders, and, as the force of guards in- 
creased, a steady fire was kept directed 
at this particular spot, which was oc- 
casionally answered by the convicts. 

‘*After placing the guards, the warden 
directed ail hands to fre all together, 
and for a space ofa minute a. perfect 
storm of lead was rained on this partic- 
ular spot. When the firing ceased, 
Sontag crawled outinthe open, more 
dead than alive, followed by Abbott, 
neither of whom could walk. The 
warden and Capt. Murphy, with sev- 
eral guards, advanced toward them at 
once, when a ghastly spectacle met 
their view. iams, Wilson and Dal- 


of about thirty minutes 


ton were dead in the hole, lying on top 
of each other, their bodies completely 
riddled with Bullets. 

“Sontag was hit three times, in the 

thigh bone amd the lower part of the 
body, each ghot breaking the bones. 
Abbott had a‘broken leg, and was hit 
intwo other places. Convicts Duffy 
and Schell, wRo had nothing to do with 
the break, wefe also wounded, Scbell 
fatally. Nom@ofthe guards were in- 
jured. Two Winchester rifies, two pis- 
tols and a large dirk knife were found 
in the holefwhere the bandits had 
taken refug@® Daiton struck 
twenty-four fimes. Williams was hit 
through the Beart by a shot from Guard 
Prigmore.”’ 

This bre was not unexpected. 
About three Months ago the warden re- 
ceived reliable information that Evans 
and John Sontag and their friends were 
about to mak@an attempt to carry the 
prison by storm and release George 
Sontag. Without making any fuss 
about it, or even notifying the officers, 
with the exception of Capt. Murphy 
and Deputy Warden Hughes, Warden 
Aull prepared to receive company. 
Several picked men from various parts 
of the State were sent for, and placed 
in responsible positions. New guns 
and pistols were distributed, and, in 
fact, everything was put in order fora 
desperate fight. 

The killed are as follows: A. Dal- 
ton, serving five years for burglary, 
first degree, Committed from San Fran- 
cisco; Hy Wilson, twenty vears for 
burglary, from Solano county; I'rank 
Williams, Fe@era! convict, for life, from 
San Francisco. 

The wounded are: George C. Con- 
tant, alias S@ntag, sentenced for life 
for train robbery from Fresno county; 
his right leg is badly broken ,in two 
places and his ieft leg hasa wound in 
the thigh; he will lose aleg and prob- 
ably his life. Charles Abbott, sen- 
tenced ‘for life for murder ftom San 
Francisco; $ jot in the thigh and ankle 
broken; al.o jeveral shots about the 
body and face. 

The following two were wounded ac- 
cidentally: “Thomas Schill, San Fran- 
cisco, fatallyshot through the abdomen; 
Joseph Duffy, San Francisco, flesh 
wound in th¢ leg. 


A® EXCITING TIME, 


Episodes ang Incidents During and After 
the Fight. 

Foisom, Jpne 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.] While Guard Briare was roll- 
ing down hill, a desperate convict kept 
striking athim with a large hammer 
which he jhad in his hand. Briare 
grabbed it from him, and struck him on 
the head, félling him to the ground. 
While goingwp hill one ot the desper- 
adoes held a)big knife over Briare, and 
would occasionally stick him with it 
because he gould not go closer to the 
bank. One,nvict, Williams, shot di- 
rectly at him twice. -dt was altogether 
an exciting. occasion. For nearly an 
hour the fight went on, and the warden 
and his men stood plainly out, blazing 
away at their opponents. 

When the Record-Union reporter and 
Deputy Sheriff Burke entered the Cap- 
tain’s office three dead men were laid 
outina row. Dalton was shot in the 
shoulders and heart, and when turned 
over his back ~~ fairly riddled with 
builets. Wilson had only a few shots. 
Williams’s stomach was filled with 
bullets and torn. and riddled badlv. He 
must have received a full charge from 
the Gatling gun. Sontag and Abbott 
are in a seriouscondition and may die. 
Thomas Schell is dying 

When the battle was ‘over, Sontag re- 
marked to Capt. Murphy: “I have 
played my gameand lost.’’ Sontag was 
the brains of the crowd, and it is gen- 
erally believed that he planned the 
whole thing. The weapons were con- 
cealed, no doubt, by some of his friends, 
and the attemyt was undoubtedly pre- 
cipitated by the capture of Evans and 
Sontag. | 

The convicts who were not injured 
are all in solitary confinement. The 
whole matter will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. The prison authorities 
have possessién of information that 
will probably enable them to get at the 
bottom of the whole affair soon. The 
event is the most exciting that ever oc- 
curred here. 


GOING HOME. 


Six Chinese Violators of the Exclusion Act 


to Ship. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jane 27.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Six Chinamen were 
arraigned today, charged with being in 
the country in violation of the exclu- 
sion actof 1882. The deportation of 
Lee Kee, whose case has been under 
advisement for four weeks, was ordered, 
and the statement was made by the 
United States Commissioner that the 
Government had set aside funds for the 
deportation of the six prisoners, the 
money being now subject toorder, Lee 
Kee had a Geaty registration certifi- 
cate, but it was proved he entered the 
country subsequent to 1882, and the 
certificate was a¢cordingly void. 


A World's Fair Suit. 

WasHINGtoNn, June 27.—John Boyd is 
plainti#’ in a suit commenced in the 
Circuit Court today against Mrs. Jose- 
phine J. Allen, World’s Fair - Commis- 
sioner from Oregon, and her husband, 
Ethan W. Allen. Itis claimed that de- 
fendants were instrumenta! in prevent- 
ing Boyd’s being put in charge of the 
horticultural display in the Oregon 
building atthe World's Fair grounds. 
As a result, Boyd estimates his pecu- 
niary loss at $20,000.

WHITE 


The Absorbing Topic of the 
Financiers, 


India Stopped Free Coinage to Pre- 
vent Exchange Falling. 


Congress Will Not Convene for Ac- 
tion Before September. 


Lansdowne Makes an Explanation in the 
India Council—Correspondence He- 
tween India and the Home 
Government, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Simia, June 27.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Explaining to the 
India Council the bill providing for the 
stoppage of the free coinage of silver. 
the adoption of which was announced 
yesterday, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
Viceroy of India, said he hoped that the 
government would not be criticised for 
disposing of the important question at 
a single sitting. The keynote of the 
reste» was rather to prevent a fur- 
ther'Tall in exchange than to raise the 
value of the rupee, and the fixing of a 
provisional rate of exchange at Is 4d 
provided an automatic means of pre- 
venting the closing of the mint and vio- 
lent disturbing of exchange rates, 

The rate of exchange had been fixed 
high enough to relieve the government 
of its most pressing necessities, while 
it was well within the limits of recent 
fluctuations. There should be no mis- 
take, the Viceroy said, about the facts. 
It was not proposed to substitute gold 
for silver currency. No attempt would 
be made at present to fix a legal :ender 
price for gold. While the ratio of 
value was mentioned, it was only pro- 
visional. In conclusion the Viceroy 
expressed the government’s sense of the 
gravity of the step it was about to 
take. Personally, he was averse to 
allattemptsto give money commodi- 
ties a fictitious value, but the time had 
arrived when to remain inactive was 
impossible. The government would 
be unworthy of the name if it left 
things alone. It had not taken the 
momentous step with a light heart. He 
hoped its action would be fruitful in 
good results; that a sufficient reserve 
of gold would be accumulated to make 


the gold standardipossible. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE. 


India Urged Great Britain to Take Some 
Action. 

Loxpox, June 27.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The correspond- 
ence between the government of 
India and the Indian office has 
been issued. It opens with a let- 
ter from the Indian Council, under 
date of March, 1892, urging the home 
governmenttoaidinthe settlement of 
rthe silver question by an international 
agreement, failing in which, not to de- 
fer determining upon an Indian policy, 
as, if an international agreement should 
not be obtained, the United States 
might suddenly stop the coinage of sil- 
ver, leaving India unprepared. 

Other communications discuss the fall 
in rupee values, and the fluctuations in 
rates of exchange. The Council, in a 
letter written in June, advises that if 
the International Monetary Conference 
at Brussels fails, and a direct agree- 
ment between the United States 


and India cannot be obtained, the 
mints of India will closed 
to the free coinage of silver, 
and the gold standard be _intro- 


duced. Barbour, Fnancial Secretary 
of os opposes the stoppage of free 
coinage until it becomesevident that the 
United States will not adopt free coin- 
age. Barbour estimates the total ac- 
tive circulation in India amounts to 
115,000,000 rupees, while a much 
larger proportion is hoarded. To estab- 
lish a gold currency, with full legal ten- 
der currency composed entirely of gold, 
it would be neces8ary to withdraw from 
circulation 1,150,000,000 rupees, re- 
placing them by £77,000,000 gold 
here; therefore he contends that with 
a gold standard in India a large propor- 
tion of the circulation must continue in 
silver, with silver legal tender to any 
amount. If both metals be maintained 
in circulation, gold coinage to a total 
amount of £15,000,000 will suffice, 
Long, in a minute to the council in Au- 
gust, discusses the adoption of a gold 
standard, and concludes by suggesting 
the ratio of conversion would be about 
one to twenty. 


"AN EXTRA SESSION WANTED. 


Dolph Thinks the Repeal of the Sherman 
Act Less Likely. 

WasHINGTON, June 27.—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] One effect of the action 
of the government of India has been to 
renew the demand for an early session 
of Congress. This view was presented 
to Secretary Carlisle this morning by 
many of his Congressional callers, and 
numerous telegrams from all sections of 
the country. Before going tothe Cab- 
inet Carlisle received a cablegram from 
London annguncing a further decline in 
the price of silver to835 pence. At 
this rate a silver dollar is worth 58% 
cents.

A. J. Warner of Ohio, president of 
the American Bi-metallic League, said: 
“The stoppage of the coinage of silver 
in India has inaugurated a new moue- 
tary revolution. It is a movement 
deep-seated and far-reaching in its con- 
sequences. The closing of the mints of 
Bombay and Calcutta is a part of a 
gigantic conspiracy to seize upon the 
present opportunity to finally and for- 
ever establish a gold stan@ard and to ex- 
tend it over the world. The immediate 
consequences will be that silver will fall 
and gold will increase in value faster 
than ever. Prices will fall everywhere 
as gold rises. Every advantage will 
inure to creditors and to creditor na- 
tions. England has set out to subdue 
the world, not with arms but with gold. 
What is there left to do but for the 
western continent, under the lead of the 
United States, to unite and act inde- 
pendently, and to establish a financial 
system founged upon equity and calcu- 
lated to secure stability in value, and 
one which will keep an even balance 
between debtor and creditor, not one 
calculated to rob with impunity a 
debtor for the benefit of the creditor’’’ 

Secretary Carlisle, in response toa 
request to express his views of the 
financial situation as affected by the 
action of India on silver, politely de- 
clined, saying that under the circum- 
stances he had nothing to say for publi- 
cation, and did not care to indulge in 
speculation as to the future. 


THE CABINET DISCUSSION,

Ourduty is to do every- 
thing to help the President and Con- 
gress relieve the situation, and our 
party is not unfaithful to that duty. 
But, while loyally cojperat.ng to mect 
the existing dangers, we must not be 

arged with creating them. The de- 
mand of the hour now—as it has been 
since the 4th of last March—is to end 
uncertainty and to let business men 
know where they stand. A delay for 
six months or more argues in its behalf 
extraordinary confidence in the supe- 
rior wisdom of the Executive in meet- 
ing acrisis, or extraordinary fear of 
what a Democratic Congress might do.’’ 

After reading the secretary’s annual 
report the convention ie ok 
adopted the report of the Commitfte on 
Resolutions, re-afirming the doctrines 
of the Republican party, and touching 
on State matters. 


COIN TO 'FRISCO. 


A Bad State of Affairs Vrevaile at Phila- 
delphia. 

New York, June 27.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] No currency shipments to 
the country are reported at the sub- 
treasury today, but the banks shipped 
$300,000 or $400,000 to San Fran- 
cisco divect, and also various small 
sums to banksin Buffalo. The indica- 
tions are that currency is returning to 
this city from the West. One bank re- 
ceived $250,000 from a bank in Chi- 
cago today. Generally speaking, the 
bankers today reported the financial 
situation somewhat easier everywhere, 
but quwalified the statement by saying 
that demands for re-discount, while no 
larger, were very general from all over 
the country. No clearing-house certifi- 
cates were issued. 

A very serious state of affairs has de- 
veloped in Philadelphia. Several big 
banks there are practically unable to 
remit to banks in this city the balances 
due .them for remittances, and Phila- 
delphia exchange is practically at a pre- 
mium today in this citv. The Philadel- 
phia banks say they are unable to pro- 
cure New York exchange, and cannot 
get gold or currency to ship. One 
bank inthis city has $60,000 locked 
up in three Philadelphia banks in that 
way... Of course it could send down there 
and demahd the cash, but is unwilling 
todo so. The probability is that there 
will be a larger issue of clearing-house 
certiticates in Philadelphia ina day or 
two, and then balances due in New 
York wif, it is presumed, be paid. 
In the meantime, however, business nen 
having drafts on Philadelphia will not 
be able to get credit for them here, ex- 
cept ata pretty large discount.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


The Supervisors Decide in Favor of 
a “Dry” County. 


No Saloon Licenses Will Be Issued During 
‘the Life of the Present Board— 
Animated Discussion on 
the Subject. 


A dry county. very dry. So say the Su- 
pervisors about Riverside county. No 
liquor saloon’ licenses are to be granted 
during the fe of the present board. The 
action was taken Tuesday afternoon, and, 
though it was more decisive than any one 
had the hardihood to predict, it has been 
pretty generally conceded for three or four 
days that it would be made a ‘no license” 
county. The County Supervisors had never. 
been placed on record in the matter, and it 
was not known how they would stand. A. 
S. White, chairman of the board, is a 
Strictly temperate man, though an advo- 
cate of high license in preference to pro- 
hibition, believing that the latter cannot 
be wade to work in this country. M. 
Hoover has been known all along as a strict 
Prohibitionist. But just how the others 
stood upon the question was known to few, 
if any, outside the circle of their most in- 
timate friends. 

The matter was brought up for final ac. 
tionon Tuesday afternoon, as had been 
provided for at a meeting a couple of weeks 
ago. Chairman White announced that the 
question was open for consideration. A 
few more petitions were presented, asking 
that an ordinance,be passed forbidding the 
sale of intoxicating liquors in the county of 
Riverside. Rev, Charles Winbigler spoke 
briefiy intavor of granting the petition. 
No others caring to speak, Supervisog 
Hoover spoke at length in support of the 
petition, and then moved that the petition 
be granted. Supervisor Loveland seconded 
the motion and Hoover spoke again. The 
vote being put, Supervisors Hoover, Love- 
land, Stewart and McVicker voted ‘‘aye,”’ 
and Chairman White ‘‘no,"’ thus determin- 
ing by a vote of fourtoone that this shall 
be a ‘dry’’ county. The District Attorney 
was instructed to draft an ordinance in ac- 
cordance with the petition, prohibiting the 
sale ot intoxicating lquors as beverages 
within the county of Riverside. 

This is believed to be the first county in 
the State of Californiato have the sale of 
intoxicants, as beverages, prohibited by 
county ordinance. 

The question arises at once as to the ef- 
fect this action may have upon saloon 
licenses already granted by incorporated 
cities, and upon the city ordinance by 
incorporated cities by which licenses may 
be granted. Some maintain that the license 
ordinance in effect in municipalities can- 
not be nullified by act of the County Super- 
visors, and that the saloons in those incor. 
porated cities cannot be proceeded against 
under the county prohibition ordinance 
The matter will crimes f be brought to a 
test at once, as there are two saloons in the 
incorporated city of Riverside. 

SOLD LIQUOR WITHOUT A LICENSE 

On Monday Mrs. Peter Armentague and 
her husband were arrested for selling liquor 
without a license, contrary to the city 
liquor ordinance. Mrs. Armentague, as 
owner, and her busband as her employé, 
conduct the French-Amierican restaurant 
on Sighth street, near Market. They have 
several times been arrested and fined for 
selling beer without a license, but they 
had not been caught several 
months. On Sunday afternoon City Mar- 
shal Dickson and Officer Wilson made a 
raid upon the restauraut, a man having 
entered who was suspected of wanting 
liquor. They found a secret room with 
the man in it drinking beer, and about six 
hundred bottles of beer stored there. Mrs. 
Armentague was fined $150 as principal, 
and her husband $124, both of which fines 
were paid and the prisoners freed. It is 
safe to say that but little liquor is sold on 
the sly here.

WHITTIER SCHOOL. 


Unfounded Charges Against the 
Management. 


Sensational Story Growing Out of the 
Resignation of the Trustees. 


Astounding Ignorance Display ed Re- 
garding the Law. . 


A Plain Statement of the Facts in the 
Case—What Careful Investigation 
of the Matter Has De- 
veloped.” 


In the San Francisco Chronicle of 
last Friday appeared an article of 
nearly a column’s length reflecting 
upon the management of the Whittier 
State School. The charges against 
the institution were of a general char- 
acter, the only specific allegation being 
the following: 

Another phase of scandal which is injur- 
ing the home ts the unjust systemits tras- 
tees have used in assessing the diffcrent 
counties for the support of the inmates. 
Each county must deliver a certain pro 
rata for every inmate, and every county, 
particularly San Francisco, has discovered 
that it is paying a great deal more than = 
reaping the benefit. Not only does Los An- 
geles possess that advantage, but it also re- 
ceives a big profit from the sale of al) the 
That has rajsed a 
storm of indignation against the manage. 
ment of the home, and its pressure, coupled 
with that of the internal disturbance, may 
have had some influence in causing the 
resignations of the trustees. 

This, as everyone knows who has any 
connection with or knowledge of the mat- 
ter,is anerror. According to law, it is 
the duty of the trustees as stich to furnish 
the Governor biennially with an esti- 
mate of the cost of keeping each inmate. 
if the Governor approves-such estimate 
it becomes the legal rate for the follow- 
ing two years, and each county in the 
State is obliged to pay one-half of such 
estimated sum intothe State treasury 
forevery, offender sent to the school 
from such county. Inthis respect San 
Francisco is on an equality with every 
other countyin the State. No favor- 
itism is or can be shown under the law, 
and the recent action of tne Los Ange- 
les County Board of Supervisors (after 
Dist.-Atty. Dillon had interposed an ob- 
jection) of ordering the payment of the 
full legal demand of the Whitter school 
is sufficient answer to this charge. The 
rate per capita is the same all over the 
State. 

As to the profits received by Los An- 
geles from the sale of supplies to the 
school, it would be as reasonable to ex- 


‘pect thatthe supplies for Folsom or 


San Quentin prison. ld pur- 
chased in Los Angeles as ‘to think that 
the Whittier school should get its sup- 
plies from San Franciacp or other dis- 
tant point. 

In regard to the other charges con- 
tained in the article in question, the 
former trustees all felt that it was un- 
reasonable to expect thém to answer 
charges so vague and evidently mis- 
leading. By careful investigation, how- 
ever, the following facts in reply to the 
Chronicle's ‘article were**learned and 
are authoritative: 

There has beep Sb in fact 
for the statement that -thére have been 
threatened insurrecfions, or serious 
cases of disaffection or insubordination 
requiring the attention of the trustees. 
On the contrary, the school for several 
months past has been remiffably free 
from friction. In an institution of its 
size and character there will always be 
some cases or dissatisfaction or jealousy, 
but there has been nothing deserving of 
public attention. 

It is not ‘‘a notorious fact that politi- 
cal preference and not merit. has dic- 
tated the appointmént of mefi.”’ On 
the contrary, the political affiliations of 


‘candidates’ for positions have not been 


considered at allin making appoint- 
ments. This is evidenced. by the fact 
that the two leading political parties 
are about equally represented among 
the officers and employés. . 

There may have been rumors of un- 
fitness (from ‘‘a moral standpoint,’’ or’ 
otherwise) of emplovés, but no such 
rumors with any good foundation have 
been brought to the attention of the 
trustees, except possiblythe case men- 
tioned below. 

in March last the trust#es found that 


a discrepancy existed between the ac- 


counts of the commissary and the 
inventory of merchandise in his charge. 
An expert was engaged for thirteen 
days (instead of two months as stated,) 
and his report was filed and spread in 
fullupon the minutes of the board. 
After careful investigation the trus- 
tees were unanimous in the conclusion 
that the discrepancy was due entirely 
to the commissary’s inefficiency or 
carelessness in book-keeping, and not to 
any misappropriation. A change was 
made, and a competent accountant 
placed in charge of the commissary’s 
stores. 

Hervey Lindle¥ resigned in Decem- 
ber last. J. M. Elliott took his place 
on December 31, and has consequently 
been a trustee for nearly six months, in- 
stead of one month, as stated. 

The resignations of the present trus- 
tees were acted upon by the Governor 
at one time, but were not sent in simul- 
taneously or by preconcerted arrange- 
ment. Maj, E. L. Stern had for several. 
months stated it to be his intention to 
resivn when he conld do without in-

THE COURTS. 


Mines That Had No Existence in 
Fact. 


Charles K. Walrath Claims to Have 
Been Grossly Swindled. 


The Unpleasant Experience Not Worth 
the Amount Paid. 


A Lively Scene In Jadge Shaw's Court 
Daring the Examination of Mra. 
Elizabeth Gordon for Insan- 
ity—Court Notes. 


Charles K. Walrath does not now be- 
lieve that the hills in Orange county 
are rich in silver and gold and that be- 
low their rocky surface untold wealth 
may be had for the digging. If he did 
he probably would not bave appeared 
‘as plaintiff in the suit now on trial in 
Judge Clark’s Court, which is brought 
against J. M. Taylor and T. H. Dono- 
van. From the side of the story as 
already presented it would seem that 
Walrath once cherished the opinion 
referred to, and that it cost him just 
$500 to have his mind changed. Not 
believing that the experience was 
worth the price mentioned, he now 
desires to recover the $500 or such a 
part thereof as the court may allow 
him and also be relieved from com- 
plying with the further conditions of 
a certain contract which would 
incur an additional expenditure of sev- 
Thetale he has 
to tell runs along somewhat as follows: 
Early in the year 1892 he became ac- 
quainted with Taylor and Wallace. 
These men represented to him that 
downin a certain cafion in Orange 
county there was a valuable gold and 
silver district, reached by splendid 
rich in the 


precious metals, ran 1500 feet in 


length by 600 teet wide, and yielding . 


upward of $34 per ton. All of this 
seemed very finé to Walrath, and he 
paid $500 tor the privilege of owning 
an interest inthe said mining claims. 
After he bad paid over the money it 
was only natural that he should wish to 


look at his newly acquired or 
prospective possessions. Accordingly 
he set out one fine day to 
make the trip. In course. of 


time he reached the cafion and there

The “splendid wagon road’’ did not ap- 
pear and Walrath’s spirits began to 
sink. Thinking, probably, that perhaps 
the richness of the mines might make 
up for the lack of proper means of get- 
ting to it, or that they were too valu- 
able to be made accessible to the 
general public, Walrath again started 
on his journey. The gorge grew nar- 
rower and narrower, andthe frequent 
turns made it necessary to cross and re- 
cross the piles of boulders heaped up 
by the winter flood. Walrath, from cu- 
riosity, began tocount the crossings, 
but. he soon gottired of that amuse- 
ment and bent his energies toward 
reaching the mines above. The great- 
est disappointment of all came when he 
found thatthe mines were not such as 
had been claimed. and that a mere hole 
in the 
the representation they hadin fact. 
This is about the story as offered 
by the first witness. The defense has 
not had a chance to present their case, 
yet when they do it is just possibile that 
a different phase may be put on the af- 
fair. In brief the allegations made by 
the plaintiff are that, on the 22d day of 
April of last year, the defendants fraud- 
ulently contriving, conspiring and in- 
tending to cheat and defraud him 
of his money and other properties, did 
conspire together and knowingly, by 
false pretenses, bargain and sell an un- 
dived ‘one-third of a half interest in and 
tocertain gold mines situated in the 
county of Orange, called the Keystone 
and Bell mines, which the defend- 
ants, Tayler and Donovan, falsely pre- 
tended to own, the consideration for 
such purchase to be paid, being $500 
cash and $1166.66 whenever, and as 


-soon as a joint stock corporation should 


be formed thereafter with a capital 
stock of $500,000, shares to be of the 
par value of $1 each. The plaintiff 
was to receive in return 48,000 shares 
of stock in the proposed company from 
said defendants, who were to be the 
principal share or stockholders of the 
corporation, the stock to be non-assess- 
able and fully paid up to the whole 
amount thereof. 

Relying upon the verity and truthful- 
ness of the representations the plaintiff 
paid the $500 but afterwards found 
that the same and all of the representa- 
tions made were made with the inten- 
tion of entrapping him, the defendants 
not owning any such mines or an inter- 
estinthem. He therefore prayed for 
judgement of $500 and that he be 
relieved from paying the balance on the 
contract. 

BADLY DEMENTED. 

There was quite.a lively scene in 
Judge Shaw’s courtroom yesterday 
morning when Mrs. Elizabeth Gordon 
was brought in for continued examina- 
tion as to her sanity. Mrs. Gordon 
lives at Pasadena with her husband, 
and for some time the neighbors have 
had reason to;,believe that she was 
mentally unsound. One day last week, 
while Mr. Gordcn was,awav from home, 
she was seen in the yard in a partially 


_hair hang-| 


ing down, acting very queerly. Com- 
plaint was then made to the proper 
authorities and the woman was taken 
to the County Jail, pending an examina- 
tion. Itappears that the husband was 
not aware that his wife had been 
taken away and whenhe found it out, 
be hurried to.town and wildly searched 
around the.Courthouse asking the 
clerks of the different reoms what had 
been done with his better half. He 
was still more furious when he learned 
that she was to be examined on 
a charge of insanity, but finally calmed 
down and took his seat beside Mrs. Gor- 
don on Friday afternoon in court, when 
the investigation was first begun. Mrs. 
Gordon at that time answereda few of 
the questions put to her in a semi- 


rational manner, but in the majority of | 


instancesthe queries of the examining 
physicians were met witha blank look 
and an imbecilic smile. When they 
were finally compelled to interrogate 
the husband the doctors found the task 
somewhat easier, although by no means 
satisfactory. Mr. Gordon said that his 
wife had fallen down stairs several 
weeks previous and injured her head, 
but bevond being a trifle erratic in her 
actions and demeanor she was not men- 
tally affected. it was true that her 
mother had been once confined in an in- 
sane asylum, but that was all spite 
work.

SUIT OX NOTE. 

Judgment for plaintiff was rendered 
by Judge Shaw yesterday in the case of 
Roberts vs. Horton, the same beinga 
suit on note. A brief opinion was filed 
by the Court setting forth the»reasons 
for such a decision. 
stated that the only consideration for 
the note sued on was the debt due from 
the defendant to Claire A. Smith, de- 
ceased. That there never was any ad-. 
ministration of her estate. In view of 
the testimony and the lapse of time 
since the latter’s death the finding 
should be that there were none of her 
debts left unpaid except the debt to the 
defendant, which he pleaded asa set off. 
The father and mother were the only 
heirs of the deceased, and they should 
be deemed to have both consented to 
the giving of the note to the plaintiff; 
the mother specially requested that 
be so given and the father would share 
equally in the proceeds when collected, 
The question had never been decided in 
this State, but in some other States it 
had been held that when there had been 
no administration, and there were no 
debts unpaid, the heirs could maintain 
an action to recover debts due the de- 
ceased in his lifetime. An authorit 
was the case of Mopre vs. Board, 5 
Indiana, 520. The same had also been 
decided in Mississippi. In this partic- 
ular case the debt for which the note 
was given matured in June, 1889, and 
had long since been barred by the stat- 
ute of limitations, ay illustrated in the 
case of Tynan vs. Walker, 35 Califor- 
nia, 645. The defendant, therefore, 
was in no danger of having to pay the 
note a second time to any administrator 
of the estate, and it was a fact wholly 
immaterial to him whether there were 
any debts of the estate or not. The 
note was given with the intention of 
avoiding the necessity of an adminis- 
tration of the estate, and there was a 
sufficient moral consideration to support 
itin any event. For such reasons judg- 
ment was ordered for the plaintiff, but 
the Court did not wish to be considered 
as deciding that under any other cir- 
cumstances he would hold that any one 
except the administrator could collect a 
debt due to a deceased person.

Fruit Industry Opened Up on ar Exten- 
sive Scale. 

The fruit industry has opened up on quite 
an extensive scale in Pomona, though it is 
not quite as large as it will be in a few 
days. The apricots are just beginning to 
ripen, only two cars having been shipped 
so far. The Earl Fruit Company has about 
fifty hands at work packing green fruit, for 
which the company pays $25 perton. A 
wild rumor got scattered around yesterday 
to the effect that the firm was shipping in 
Chinese to do the packing. The TIMES man 
visited the packing-house vesterday. It is 
located on the Southern Pacific Railway 
just west of Ellen street. There are only a 
very few Chinamen at work, and they are 
ail experts at packing green fruit. As the 
industry is in itsinfancy here, none of the 
women and girls know anything about it. 
The firm has bought about one hundred 
tons of the green fruit, all of which will be 
shipped East in the green state. 

The Fassett Fruit Company of North On- 
tario, which company bought the product 
of the ‘Union’ ot this valley, has rented

It is said the re- 
ceiver is making an effort to lease the 
safe deposit department, and is en- 
deavoring to realize as much cash as 
possible in other directions. It seems 
to be the general impression that this 
bank will not resume, but that the re- 
ceiver will turn everything into cash 
and pay off the depositors, and what- 
ever is left will then be divided among 
the stockholders. 

During the height of the recent crisis 
the San Diegan published the report, 
which was very generally copied all 
over the State, that the Bank of Escon- 
dido had closed its doors. This was an 
error, as the following will show: 

Esconrpipo (Cal.,) June 26, 1893. 

Whereas, an erroneous report has been 
published through the press that the Bank 
of Escondido has suspended, which works 
a serious injury to the business interests of 
Escondido, 

Therefore, we wish to publicly state that 
the said report is false, andthat the Bank 
of Escondido is still open and has honored 
all the requirements of its depositors.
